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Royal Hawaiian Postage 


HE postage issues of Hawaii 
have often been described. 
There are a number of excel- 
lent publications on the 
stamps of the islands. This 
brief outline starts a story of the his- 
tory of the members of the royal fam- 
ily whose portraits have appeared on 
stamps. Historical sketches of these 
rulers have not, heretofore, been pub- 
lished from a philatelical viewpoint. 

Seott’s catalog lists fifty-two va- 
rieties of Hawaiian issues up to the 
time of the surcharged “Provisional 
Government—1893”. The mere col- 
lector might give the number of dis- 
tinct pictorial types as 15, although 
that number is subject to argument 
with philatelists. However, shades 
and thickness of paper need not be 
made, herein, a matter of controversy. 
The important fact about the issues is 
that twelve different members of the 
Hawaiian royal family are honored 
on these stamps. These pictorials 
show us five women and seven men. 
One of the men thereon is depicted 
by the Statue of Kamehameha the 
Great. This statue shows us how he 
may have looked. It was not made 
from life. Another stalwart Hawai- 
ian posed for the artist. We will 
permit Kamehameha to stand in our 
group which gives the men only two 
more than the number of ladies pres- 
ent. This proves an interesting and 
important fact in Hawaiian history, 
although one commonly overlooked; 
namely, that the Hawaiian women 
were fully equal to the men in affairs 
royal. It would not be an over- 
statement to mention that they were 
often superior as rulers, but fre- 
quently denied honors to which they 
Were entitled. 

There were postage stamps issued 
by the monarchy and some of those 
sues were used by the hurriedly 
formed provisional government. The 
Republic was not royal and issued 
another set, although some of the

stamps show a slight royal back- 
ground as in the one-cent coat-of-arms 
stamp and the 25c variety, Statue 
of Kamehameha. This republican is- 
sue was caused by the election of 
Democrat Grover Cleveland, all of 
which must be told in another story. 

The overcharges of 1928 are not 
Hawaiian as any child can prove. To 
flatter the Cook Historical Commis- 
sion, Uncle Sam used a supply of ink 
to help Hawaii celebrate a Sesqui- 
Centennial. All that one can say 
about these 2c and 5c U. S. stamps is 
that the catalog prices are attractive. 
These overcharges bring up a _ not 
generally known paragraph in Sand- 
wich Island history. When the Lord 
Sandwich Expedition was _ planned 
England and the United States, that 
was to be, were at war. The Colon- 
ists, led by Washington, assured the 
British, through Franklin in France, 
that Capt. James Cook, R.N., would 
not be troubled in the Pacific by 
Yankee whalers and traders. Cook, 
by chance, found the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. It may have been the trade 
winds that blew him to the shores 
of Owhyhee, as he wrote it; yet, no 
American seamen interfered. Frank- 
lin and Washington may have helped 
to place Hawaii on a map for the 
first time. Who can tell? Great 
Britain might have issued a commem- 
orative for this celebration although 
she has Cook stamps, as every one 
knows, for some of her South Pacific 
possessions. 

The postage stamp that few col- 
lectors ever see is the one they know 
much about. Any junior collector will 
tell you the prices of Hawaiian Mis- 
sionary Numerals and hopes some day 
to find one. That is the joy of being 
a philatelist. These early missionary 
issues were typical of the habits of 
the missionaries of that time. These 
stamps were practical, plain, simple, 
and modest in design. What more 
could a missionary offer for the price? 





Little did these Yankees realize that 
some day one of these stamps, sold to 
a collector, would buy a new church 
juilding or pay the preacher’s sal- 
ary from one sabbatical leave to the 
next with a balance for the rainy day. 

The Yankee sailors in the Pacific 
established post offices. Apparently, 
these men, who went down to the sea 
in ships for years at a time, appre- 
ciated news and were glad to help 
others to get letters and newspapers. 
They did this service gratis and were 
the mail missionaries for the praying 
missionaries. If a master of a whal- 
ing vessel ever devised a cachet we 
have yet to hear of it. 


The Yankee sailor and the Yankee 
missionary were cousins under their 
skins. For all that, on these far 
flung Pacific isles, no more incon- 
gruous human beings ever set foot. 
They may have been from the same 
home town, but they were headed in 
opposite directions. The sailor and 
trader sought rum, revelry, and good 
profits. The missionaries labored for 
peace, brotherhood, and _ salvation. 
Fair minded historians inform us that 
both groups were successful, world 
without end. Such were affairs once 
upon a time in the Sandwich Islands 
that today tourists seek as the Para- 
dise of the Pacific. 

There are philatelists who still 
hink the Islands are the Happy Hunt- 
ing Grounds. If we told them that 
all the priceless rarities have been 
found it would not quiet them—they 
are not to be quieted—these tireless 
collectors. Their inhibitions to find a 
rarity cannot be suppressed. We hope 
it never will be. 

The first stamps of Hawaii to show 
us a picture of a royal ruler were the 
Kamehameha III varieties commenc- 
ing with the issue of 1853. You 
know all about these stamps and we 
hope you have a few copies. What do 
you know about Kamehameha III? 
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He was a son of Kamehameha the 
Great, the king who had united the 
islands and had established a dynasty. 
Much has been published about Pere 
Kamehameha. We will look into the 
affairs of the son. His mother was 
Keopuolani, who was the most blue 
blooded and the highest in rank of 
the several wives of the Great Kame- 
hameha. Parenthood might be care- 
less but the genealogists were not. 
It was their business to know and to 
be certain that the royal line stayed 
on the most royal side. Two of her 
sons became kings. 

Kamehameha III was known ‘in 
childhood as, Kauikeaouli. Maybe 
the name means something about the 


blue sky. At least the missionaries 
claim that it does. There has been a 
question about his birthday which, 
after all, does not matter much ex- 
cept to mention one fact and one 
legend. The good Daughters of 
Hawaii celebrated the Kauikeaouli 


Centennial. on March 17, 1914. They 
say they know. The legend states 
that the king had a dear Irish friend 
who told him that March 17, was the 
greatest of all days, and Hawaii, like 
Ireland, had no snakes. Finally, there 
are authentic records of the king for- 
mally celebrating the day as his birth- 
day. The legend does not state that

the king ever sang: “The Wearing of 
the Green”. The historian, W. D. 
Alexander, gives the birth date as 
August 11, 1818 at Keauhou, Island 
of Hawaii. 

Kauikeaouli was confirmed King 
Kamehameha III, June 6, 1825. His 
brother, Kamehameha II, having died, 
the previous year, in London while 
on a visit to see the King. His wife, 
Kamamaulu, also died on this trip. 
She was not Princess Kamamaulu 
whose picture is on the one-cent pur- 
ple (ete.) monarchical issue of 1870; 
the first stamp of Hawaii to honor a 
woman. 

The king was but a youngster of a 
dozen years. He should have been out 
playing and not made to act as a 
ruler of the islands. Kings cannot 
be boys unless they go in for stamps 
and there were no stamps. It is true 
that he fished, surfed on the waves, 
and rode horses. In these activities 


he excelled, so reports state.

BAHAMAS—Our attention has been called 
to a re-engraved plate of the Ip (Scott’s #70) 
which, of course, is now obsolete. The cen- 
tral portion of the design was printed from 
the same plate as the 5p (Scott’s #82), and 
therefore is similar to this in that the lines 
of shading of the clouds are more numerous 
and more deeply impressed than in other 
printings of the same item. We also note, 
from the copies shown us, that the re-engraved 
issue had the frame in a brighter shade of 
rose-red, and comb perforation instead of 
line. We also are informed that the re-en- 
graved type should be quite scarce, since only 
100 sheets (6,000 stamps) were sent out to 
the Colony. They were placed on sale on 
November 30, 1929, and were replaced when 
exhausted by older stocks still on hand.

RECENT PLATE VARIETIES 


Seldom a week passes but what 
some reader inquires as to the posi- 
tion and plate number of some one 


‘of the recently reported plate varie- 
jties in our stamps. 


It would seem 
that it would almost be necessary to 
keep a column of standing matter on 
this subject and run it every week. 

For the information of those who 
have overlooked such notes as have 
been printed we are glad to repeat a 
few items of general interest. 

Half Cent Bicentennial — Plate 
20560, upper right pane. The eighth 
stamp shows a broken circle surround- 
ing the % in the lower left corner. 

Four Cent Bicentennial — Plate 
20568, lower right pane. The 100th 
stamp in the sheet shows the lower 
curved line broken in the center. 

The Lake Placid Olympics Stamp, 
so called Snowball variety is the 64th 
stamp from the upper right pane of 
plate 20815. This is a strong dot of 
color just to the left of the right 
hand of the Ski jumper. 

The most remarkable variety, how- 
ever, and what is believed to be the 
most pronounced shifted transfer on 
any United States stamp is the shift 
on the 30c Buffalo stamp. This was 
originally first described in Linn’s 
Weekly about a year ago. This shift 
is over the right side of the stamp, 
the 52nd stamp in the sheet from 
plate 16065, top right pane.

But here it is, and here is its story— 
as briefly as possible. 

The Post Office at Rome has made 
the issue upon the request of the 
Dante Alighieri Society. This insti- 
tution exists for the propaganda of 
Italian culture throughout the world, 
and, in the case of these stamps, bene- 
fits materially by the allotment to it 
of the premiums that are charged on 
the higher value denominations. 

Only two of the stamps are with- 
out a portrait design. These excep- 
tions are from the Air Mail portion 
of the set. They are particularly re- 
markable since they show one of 
man’s earliest efforts to conquer the 
air—the flying-machine of Leonardo 
da Vinci. Unfortunately, da Vinci’s 
theories upon flight, as given in his 
treatise, Codice sul Volo degli Uccelli 
a Varie Altri Materie, and demon- 
strated by this contraption, were 
basically unsound, so he never gained 
success. But it is as much because of 
his aeronautical investigations as be- 
cause of his literary works that his 
effigy adorns no less than four de- 
signs of the stamp series. 

The other writers portrayed cover 
almost the whole era of Italian liter- 
ature. The earliest Tuscan and Si- 
cilian poets are ignored and Dante 
(10 1.) is the first to be shown. Fol- 
lowing the author of La Divina Com- 
edia, are the contemporaries, Petrarch 
(2 1. 75) and Boccaccio (10 c.); the 
stamp design giving the latter a 
strange resemblance to Chaucer. Lo- 
dovico Ariosto (5 1.) represents the 
chivalric romantic poets of the fif- 
teenth centuries, while the famous 
Machiavelli (15 c.) earns a place by 
his political and historical writings. 
Concluding this Golden Age, which 
lasted three hundred years, there is 
the sad Tasso (I 1. 75), and the monk- 
ish scientist and philosopher of Venice, 
Fra Paolo Sarpi (20 c.). 

From Sarpi, who died in 1623, there 
is a gap until the closing years ‘of the 
next century. The years between were 
a time of literary stagnation, ended by 
the Nationalist, Vittorio Alfieri (25 c.), 
who, with his brother poet, Ugo Fos- 
colo (30 ¢.), are both shown in the de- 
signs of the stamps. Of the same 
period are Carlo Botta, the historian 
(1 1. 25), and Giacomo Leopardi, the 
perfect stylist (50 c.), while, of a gen- 
eration later, is Carducci, the realist 
(75 c.), and the destroyer of the older 
romantic school of poetry. Stamps de- 
picting these three complete the emis- 
sion. 

To anyone interested in the Italian 
language and its most facile crafts- 
men these stamps are of the greatest 
interest. They will introduce many 
book-lovers to Philately, and many 
philatelists to the works of Dante and 
Boccaccio and their successors. One 
can conceive the immense popularity 
of a similar British series, with por- 
traits of Chaucer, Shakespeare, Dick- 
ens, and others, but such conceptions 
will not materialise until the whole 
mentality of the permanent Post Of- 
fice officials towards commemorative 
issues is changed.

Dr. W. E. Egbert of Chester, Pa., 
reports that buro coil type B-3, values 
3, 4, and 10c are in use in Chester. 


Mr. E. P. Verdonck of Akron, Ohio, 
shows a few interesting plate breaks. 
Among them the usual top line break 
on the Seattle B11 coil, this one, 
however, on the new type 1%. He 
also shows a peculiar constant ink 
variety on the Akron 1c ordinary. The 
“N” of Akron seeming to be a very 
good looking “H”’. 


More and more evidence of interest 
in shifts on buro overprints is shown. 
Watch your B11 coils carefully. The 
gap pairs will in most cases give the 
shift as well as the ordinary overprint. 


A triangular mixup between Dr. 
Mitchell, Lawrence Bros. and a Fulton 
coil article has been amiably settled, 
as Lawrence Bros. were found NOT 
to be the parties referred to in Dr. 
Mitchell’s article. 


WASHINGTON NEWS 


One of our Washington correspond- 
ents says—“You may be interested 
to know that the P. O. Department is 
seriously considering stopping the 
handling of first day covers for 
stamps collectors. There is so much 
unwarranted complaint and the stamp 
division is becoming so short-handed 
due to the economy wave, that this 
possibility may become a reality 
soon.” 


“There is also a possibility that the 
Philatelic Agency may be curtailed 
eventually. While it is true that the 
Agency takes in many thousands of 
dollars a year, it also is untrue that 
this is all profit. Probably 35%, 
maybe more, of all stamps sold, are 
used as postage and it takes some 15 
clerks to handle the business as well 
as stationery, etc. The Agency has 
handled 9000 more orders up to the 
first of May than it did last year.”
